inhabitants, and the actual amount of work cogn' 


done,-the charges for governing the place are 
probably nnequalled in any part of the Bri- 
tish Empire, Thora are an infinite number 
of departmente, and in all there are.far more 
officiuly than are required for the work, 
‘The result is that the “ Acting” lit is con- 
atantly ewollen to an enormous extent. Now 
the theory of the payment of acting officials 
demands a Hitle consideration, When an 
official goos home on leave, another here doas-; 
the absenteo's work in addition to his own: 
aga rile asx well, if not better, than'the 
gentleman who is awuaing himself at bome 
at the oxponse of theColony. Thus if A.; the 
Bend of a department, receive £1,000, and 
B. in another office is paid £800, supposing 
him to go home on leave he ia paid £500, and J 
B.if he docs bis work receiver balf the ab-' 
sentce’s salary, in addition to, bis own 

that ig £1,800; ao that, in the absence of A- 
we find B. doing for £1,300 the work which | 
when A. is here, costa £1,800. In other 
words, the work can be done justas well by the 


one man as by the two, and the Colony saved | 9 


exactly £500 per sanum. 

Now thero is in an ordinary way a very con- 
sidorable amount of leave taking, or, in other 
words; kaéping idle people at home; and it is 
-well open to question whether the induce- 

- ment to go home ia not somewhat too large. 
The same rule as to mbsentees is adopted 
hero as in other places, where the expenses 

not being eo large, the salaries are more in| 
proportion to whatis paid at home, and where 
consequently a man has no very great induce- 
© ment to go bome on half pay, The half, 
however, of a very ordinary aslary’ here, be- 
comes 4-particalarly comfortable amouat at 
home. Say, for example, that a man is re- 
ceiving £700 or £800 a year, the half of this 
at home makes a very comfortable provision 
for a bachelor, far more so than the whole of 
his aolary out here.. In consequence, he'has 
every inducement to-take as much leave as 
he possibly can. le may be in-the best of 
health, and have no ‘call whatever to go away, 
‘but whenover opportunity offers, off he goes 
home to the delight of some. one who does a 
little more than usnal, and takes -half of his 
"absent friend's salary. Perkapsthe most 
Jadicrous thfng in connection ‘with this that 
bas ever happened, was the objection recently 
made by Judge Banu to hove his. duties ab 
the Summary Court but slightly increased, 
though he could afterwards manage, in addi- 
tion to his work in the Summary Court, to 
do-that of Attorney-General, and also.to ac- 
cept private practice. | A clearer proof of the 
smallness of his -regular work could not be 
found, but nevertheless the slightest addition 

~ must be attended with an increase of pay, 

This Acting and half-pay system is produc- 
tive of so much abuse that it ought clearly. 
to be reduced to a minimum; and there is 
one very simple plan by which some thing 
could ba dono in this direction. Thera is no 
reason in an ordinary way why official going 
home should. receivo exactly half their 
regular pay. The object in the arrangements 

should be, while providing for officials during 
necessary absence from their poste, to make 
itat the same time to their interest to be 
away as little ns is really. necessary. This 
end must be frustrated if, as is now the fact 
an official can livé more comfortably at home, 
and probably save as inuch in s yeur from bis 
. half-pay, ashe can. by staying. bere on the | 


wholdamount. On an average, a third of the 
full amount would be ‘an ample. provision, 
and if this rule were adopted, we might per- 
haps seo some reduction in tha ‘number: of
